PLENTY OF ARMY SUPPLIES.

Quartermaster’s Department Able to
Meet All Demands.

War Department officials believe they
have perfected arrangements by which
ample supplies of food, equipage and
clothing will be provided for all troops
called into the federal service, no mat-
ter how great the numbers may be.
Secretary Baker today made public the
following statement from the quarter-
master general:

“The Quartermaster Corps has, up
to the present time, met all the calls
made upon it for supplies in the way
of clothing and equipage, and with the
arrangement which we now have for
purchasing, in order to replenish stock,
it iz not believed there will be any diffi-
culty, no matter how many troops are
called.

“As far as food supplies are concern-
ed, these have been abundant in quan-
